Review: Canadian Tire Numismatic Catalogue 
by Mike Hollingshead, Founding President (1990-1996) / CMO000001, Canadian Tire Coupon Collectors Club (CTCCC) 


If you are reading this you are likely a numismatist. This is a step up 
from the vast hoard of “collectors” and “accumulators” of numismatic Canadian Tire Numismatic Catalogue 
objects. You possess the desire to study and learn more rather than 
simply amass. Key to the study of numismatics is proper references, 
which is what inspired me to write this review of what | consider to be 
an indispensable book for Canadian numismatists: The Canadian Tire 
Numismatic Catalogue. Often referred to as Canada’s second currency, 
Canadian Tire Corporation (CTC) coupons have been in use by millions 
of Canadians since 1958. Having become a legend in the retail history 
of Canada, the study of this phenomenon is well deserved. This book 
should be the one to own if you want to have a great guide to the CTC 
coupon history. Who wouldn’t want to own such a concise yet detailed 
guide? 


The 2017 catalogue has been recently released by Jerome Fourre and 
Marc-André Lemire and is the accumulated knowledge of 30 years of 
research by several individuals. The dedication is to the pioneer of CTC 
coupon catalogues, Ovide Bilodeau (1932-2014), who was inspired to Catalogue Numismatique Canadian Tire 
write the first guide to CTC coupons in 1987.

Written for French or English-speaking numismatists the book is entirely bilingual. It details historical information of CTC. 
It utilizes the Bilodeau system of numbering which permits an easy to follow format for organizing. The book details the 
printing processes, replacement notes, errors and serial numbering. A grading guide explains seven different grades and 
how staple holes, stains and centring affect values. Due to the collaboration by members of the Canadian Tire Coupon 
Collectors Clubs (CTCCC) registry of high and low serial numbers the catalogue details quantities of coupons printed 
and the serial number ranges. Current pricing is suggested for five grades of coupons. This pricing is based on scarcity, 
auction results and previous sales of coupons within the CTCCC. 


There are six important chapters. The first covers CTC gas bar notes which are no longer in use by CTC, 90 different in 
9 series with prefix letters, catalogue numbers, photos, quantities printed, high/low serial numbers and the values in 
five grades. 


The second chapter covers the more than 500 currently used CTC store coupons with 34 different series. Descriptions 
include photos, signatures, high/low serial numbers, quantities printed and values in five grades. The catalogue is 
current up to the end of July 2017. 


The third chapter credits the original researcher of no longer issued “CTC Lubritorium Coupons”, Donald R. Robb. It 
covers the 90 different in six series of "Sandy McTire" notes described with paper composition, photos, high/low serial 
numbers, watermark variations, quantities printed and values in five grades. 


The fourth chapter credits researcher Rénald Lefebvre and covers the history of Quebec City’s Simard family and their 
Canadian Tire stores. The no longer issued coupons are described in nine separate series, 45 coupons in total through 
signatures, photos, high/low serial numbers, quantities printed, values in five grades. 


The fifth chapter credits researcher Everett Runtz work on CTC "gift cards” and covers over 550 different cards identified 
by photos, catalogue numbers, issue dates and values. 


The sixth and final chapter by researcher Don Bradt is a great learning tool as it concentrates on printing errors, color 
variations, replacement notes and special serial numbers like palindromes, ladders. Descriptions of the printing process 
help the reader to understand how errors are created. Suggestions as to how these various components increase 
values of coupons is provided.

| According to Hollingshead, Canadian Tire views the currency as a finan- 
cial liability. "The coupons represent a promise to the customer to 
—-|come good with some discount to the cash register," he says. "They 
=| View them as a merchandising system of getting customers back to the 
store because that's where you redeem your Canadian Tire money." 


The corporation's website says that Canadian Tire money is "the country's most popular customer loyalty rewards program 
with near universal recognition in Canada." 


The website also has a Canadian Tire money factsheet. Among their claims:- more than $100 million in Canadian Tire 
money is distributed every year; - the currency used to be called "cash bonus coupons" but the name change began in 
1995 in response to its popular use by the store's customers; - Canadian Tire money is printed using the same process as 
legal tender, including the latest anti-counterfeiting technology; - travelling Canadians have apparently successfully 
passed off the coupons as actual Canadian currency when bartering internationally.

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Christmas Day Battle 


This is an extremely fine example of the 
1705-1905 German 70.8 mm diameter, 
111.10g weight, AE Cast Bronze 
commemorative medal by Karl Xaver 
Goetz (pictured right), titled, “The 200th 
Anniversary of the Battle of Sendling on 
Christmas Day.”

The Bavarian uprising of 1705-06 (German: Bayerische 
Volkserhebung, which may be translated "Bavarain people's, 
popular or national uprising") was a revolt against the occupa- 
tion of the Electorate of Bavaria by the forces of the Austrian 
Habsburgs during the War of Spanish Succession (1701-14). 
It lasted from early November 1705 to 18 January 1706, 
approximately 75 days. By the outbreak of the War of the 
Spanish Succession in 1701, Maximilian Il Emanuel, Elector of 
Bavaria had developed a plan for the Wittelsbachs to supplant 
the Habsburgs as Holy Roman Emperors. Allying himself with 
the French against the Habsburgs, his plans were frustrated by 
the disastrous defeat at the Battle of Blenheim in 1704. 
Following his defeat, he evacuated his court to the Nether- 
lands and left Bavaria to the victorious Austrians. While 
Bavaria was occupied by troops of Emperor Joseph |, the 
Bavarian people rose up against the Imperial occupation. 


The popular uprising included large areas of Lower Bavaria, 
the Innviertel and eastern Bavaria. The lands adjoining towns 
and strongholds were captured by the rebels and the peasant 
uprising spread to the Bavarian Forest, parts of the Upper 
Palatinate and Kelheim on the Danube. A Braunau

Parliament meeting was held in December 1705 in the 
then-Bavarian Braunau. Long before the French Revolution 
and early German parliamentarianism the meeting was held 
on 21 December 1705 in an inn belonging to the Baron von 
Paumgarten; representatives met of the four estates 
in Bavaria: aristocracy, clergy, burghers and peasants. 
The Braunau Parliament (Braunauer Parliament) is the name 
of the congress on the defence of the state of Bavaria held 
at Braunau am Inn convened on 21 December 1705. 


Following the initial uprising in November 1705, there was 
little response from the Austrians for nearly two months. 
However, that changed following an attempt by the rebels 
to capture the Bavarian capital, Munich. Following their 
unsuccessful attack, the night of 25 December 1705 
saw an Austrian column encounter the peasant army 
near Sendling outside of Munich. 


The battle was known as_ Sendling's Night of 
Murder (German: Sendlinger Mordweihnacht) or 
the Sendling Christmas Day Massacre. The insurgents from 
the Bavarian Oberland were defeated and completely routed 
by Emperor Joseph I's troops. The number of deaths on the 
Bavarian side in this battle is estimated at around 1,100 
men, but the Austrians lost only about 40. Some of the 
insurgents were killed after they had already surrendered. 
About two weeks later, on 8 January 1706, the Battle of 
Aidenbach ended with the utter defeat of the insurgents and 
about 4,000 casualties on the Bavarian side. That led to the 
collapse of the uprising against Austria. 


On 11 January 1706, a delegation from the insurrection 
traveled to Salzburg for peace negotiations. The delegation 
included Mayor Durnhardt, Freiherr von Paumgarten and von 
Prielmayr, Mayor Georg Ludwig Harter of Burghausen and 
the farmer Franz Nagelstatter. On 13 January 1706 the city 
of Scharding surrendered, followed on the 16th by Cham, 
on the 17th by Braunau and on the 18th, the last city, 
Burghausen surrendered. 


About the artist: 


In the year 1935, Karl Goetz made 
the medal, depicting his own portrait 

on the obverse side, and the stations Be 
of his life on the reverse. The medal 
was made to celebrate his 60th 
birthday. The stations of his life are 
written around a nude man carrying 
the symbol of the artist's birthplace, 
Augsburg, on his right shoulder. 


Born on June 28th, 1875, in 
Augsburg, Goetz attended the school 
of art in Augsburg, and continued his 
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education in schools of art in Dresden, Leipzig, Berlin, and 
Dusseldorf from 1895 to 1897. He then went to Utrecht, in 
Holland, and later to Le Locle, during the years 1897 to 1899, 
spent five years in Paris, and in 1904 moved to Munich. He 
grew to love this ancient city and it became his home. One of 
the proudest moments of Goetz's life came when the city of 
Munich awarded him rights as a citizen. He lived there for forty 
-six years, until his death on September 8, 1950. Now an 
artist in his own field, Goetz led an active life, becoming 
a member of the Munich Artists Society, The Numismatic 
Society, The Antique Club of Munich, and The Austrian Associa- 
tion for Numismatics in Vienna. 


Nevertheless, Goetz managed to create over 800 medals. A 
great number of these medals are shown and possessed by 
the Kaiser Friedrich Museum in Berlin, the MUnzkabinett in 
Munich, the Germanische Museum Nurnberg, and 
the Munzkabinetts Vienna, Grafenhage, and London. The 
Universitetets Myntkabinett in Oslo, Norway has 69 Goetz 
medals on display. There are also many medals which are 
owned by the American Numismatic Society in New York. 
Some of the largest private collections in the United States are 
the Saginaw Valley Collection, and, of course, the 
KarlGoetz.com Collection. 


Goetz could not have had the 
success in Munich after he 
settled there in 1904 without 
the group of loyal supporters 
and patrons, many of whom 
became his friends over the 
years. Leading the list must be 
his benefactors and _ good 
friends Guido von Volckamer 
auf Kirchensittenbach and his 
wife Antonie. The group of 
medals from opus 114 to 125 
inclusive is evidence of Mr. von 
Volckamers involvement. with 
the art of medals and also of 
Goetz's_ skill with which he 
could satisfy his client. On 
the occasion of Guido von 
Volckamer's 6Oth birthday in 
1920 Goetz made a medal 
congratulating his friend and 
wishing him the best for the 
future. This was a gift (opus 
124). 


At this point it might be appropriate to explain how the medals 
of Karl Goetz were made. The artist himself preferred the 
medals to be cast instead of being struck from dies. Portrait 
medals were modeled from wax of plasticine or other modeling 
material. Opus 547 and 567, for example, were cut directly 
into Solnhofer stone. The reverse of the medals were usually 


cut into plaster-of-paris negatives, several immediately into 
steel. This process demands an extremely good eye and a 
sure hand on the part of the artist. The plaster negatives 
were cast into positives and worked over again for detail. 
From this plaster model a bronze metal mold was made. 
These, the originals, were chased in order to guarantee a 
good cast. There is also the method of the "galvano" used. 
The plaster negative is hung into a bath enriched with 
copper vitriol and the galvanic current creates a metallic 
deposit on the plaster negative, which becomes the metal 
positive. This copper positive is as smooth and clean as 
the plaster cast. It is very soft, and it can be chased and 
perfected easily. The casts are then used as originals for 
future castings. 


Each cast made by Karl Goetz was a Kunst Guss or "artistic 
casting," and each cast was handmade. This is accom- 
plished by use of the "French sand method." Two sand forms 
are created by stamping the metal mold into wet sand. Both 
sand forms are then taken apart; the metals mold is 
removed; cast holes and vents are provided in both sand 
form halves; and both are prepared with a graphite powder 
and dried. The sand forms must be absolutely dry to get a 
perfect cast. After the sand form halves are joined together 
the liquid metal is then poured into the sand form. The air 
escapes through the vents, avoiding bubbles. Only one cast 
can be made from each sand form. This is the reason for the 
relatively high price of cast medals. The metal used for cast- 
ing was mostly bronze, although casts were made in iron, 
lead, white metal, and silver. Different shades of bronze 
medals can be explained by the various proportions of 
copper and tin in the bronze. Experienced casters often 
added a pinch of liquid silver (mercury) to the bronze in order 
to ensure the easy flow into the forms. 


Size reductions were made with the use of a reducing 
machine which employs the pantograph principle. The larger 
medal to be reduced is first duplicated in steel, since this 
metal is much harder. From the steel mold the reducing 
takes place mechanically onto a steel die. The machine uses 
a tracing point and cutting tools. The result is a hub 


| (Hochschnitt) which has to be worked over for the fine touch- 


es by a skilled hand engraver (in Goetz's case by the artist 
himself). The hub is then hardened in a high temperature 
furnace and from this, the final die (Pragestempel) is 
manufactured by impressing the hub image into the die 
under extreme pressure. After several other stages of treat- 
ment, such as turning the die in a lathe, adding detail 
mechanically, polishing the die to a mirror like finish and 
grinding it to the finished dimensions, the die was then ready 
for striking the first medal. 


The centennial commemoration of the controversial sinking 
of the Lusitania on May 5, 1915 and the loss of 1,198 lives, 
—the most infamous medal of celebrated Munich medallist 
Karl Goetz.

- Shortly after 2.10pm on Friday 7 May 
AVENGE THE 1915, in fine clear weather off the Old 
LUSITANIA Head of Kinsale, Ireland, the Cunard 
liner Lusitania was hit by a torpedo. It was 
HOW TO DO [T}} struck without warning and sank in under 
csitwenty minutes. Of the nearly 2,000 
passengers on board, 1,201 men, women 
lost, including 128 
| American citizens. The German submarine 
DATS LEAT A? BOK JUKE which fired the torpedo, U20, circled the 
sinking ship and then fled the scene, 
reaching its base at Wilhelmshaven on 13 May. The sinking 
stimulated comment, debate and a great deal of writing. But it 
was a privately produced medallion, the work of a German 
medallist, that was to provide British Intelligence with the 
basis for an impressively successful anti-German propaganda 
campaign. Karl Goetz regarded the event as stemming directly 
from the bewildering irresponsibility of the British Government 
and the Cunard Steamship Company in allowing the return of 
the liner from New York to Liverpool at a time of intense U-boat 
activity. Goetz was obviously satisfied that every effort 
had been made by the German authorities in the USA to 
emphasise the risks involved. Content with the justice of 
Germany’s cause, Goetz cast a satirical medallion, which 
mocked the Allied obsession with ‘business’ and derided the 
supposed impartiality of the USA . However, he made a serious 
mistake within its detailed contents. He got the date of the 
sinking wrong - the medallion carried the date ‘5. MAI 1915’. 
A description of Goetz’s original medallion underlines the 
capacity of such pieces to convey a powerful political 
message. Goetz’s standpoint is clear - he assumes the 
correctness of Germany and castigates the duplicitous 
indignation of the Allies.

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The circular coated iron piece is 56.5 mm in diameter and 
varies in thickness between 2 and 3 mm depending on the 
model used in making the cast. It depicts on its obverse the 
stricken liner sinking, its stern submerged to left while its 
bow, laden with armaments, rises clear out of the water - an 
image contradicting eye-witness accounts which stated that 
the ship went down bow first. The bow is depicted as being 
ram-shaped, a reference to the configuration of warships of 
the period and possibly a reminder that the British Admiralty 
had ordered merchant vessels to attempt to ram German 
submarines. Smoke billows from the vessel’s four funnels. 
The obverse text, ‘DER GROSS-DAMPFER LUSITANIA DURCH 
EIN DEUTSCHES TAUCHBOOT VERSENKT 5. MAI 1915’, 
translates to ‘The liner Lusitania sunk by a German subma- 
rine 5 May 1915’. The reverse design shows Death, in the 
form of a skeleton, behind the ticket office counter of the 
Cunard Line in New York, issuing tickets to a crush of 
passengers. Above the window are the words ‘CUNA LINIE’. 
Arranged vertically and below the counter are the words 
‘FAHRKARTEN AUSGABE’ (‘ticket office’). At the extreme left 
of the crowd a man reads a newspaper bearing the headline 
‘U BOOT GEFAHR’ (‘U-boat danger’) and standing next to him 
is a top-hatted and bearded figure, a representation of the 
German Ambassador to the USA Count Johann-Heinrich von 
Bernstorff, raising a warning finger. 


The significance of this reference is that on 1 May 1915, the 
day Lusitania sailed from New York, a German-sponsored 
announcement appeared next to the Cunard advertisement 
in all New York papers reminding passengers that Germany 
was at war with Britain and her allies and that the war zone 
included the waters around the British Isles, and that vessels 
flying the flag of Great Britain, or any of her allies, were liable 
to destruction in British waters. The reverse text along the 
upper edge, ‘GESCHAFT UBER ALLES’, translates to 
‘Business above all’. The initials of the designer, ‘KG’, can be 
seen in the space along the bottom. The exact number of 
medallions produced by Goetz is not known, but numbers 
apart it was not so much the satirical tone and imagery 
of the piece itself as its very existence and especially the 
chronological error which served to frustrate Goetz’s aims. 
British Intelligence seized upon the medallion to give a new 
lease of life to the propaganda impact of the original sinking, 
and the date mistake made easier their efforts to exploit it 
for their own purposes. Goetz’s intentions were obscured by 
claims that the piece was nothing more than a perverse 
celebration of a singular atrocity. It would appear that once 
the damaging date error had been realised Goetz quickly 
rectified his mistake and issued a second version. This 
second issue may be identified by: the altered date in the 
obverse exergue which now reads ‘7.MAI 1915’; and the 
dimension of the flan, or blank disk onto which the medal is 
struck, which tends to be thinner than that of the original. 
During the war the British Intelligence Services issued some- 
thing like 200,000-300,000 fake medallions as propaganda 
to counter this medal.

French scabbard, as identified by the Gallic coq coat-of-arms 
next to it, while in the background French colonial troops are 
tormenting German girls by catching them and forcing them to 
unseen locations. Inscription, "Franzésische rechtsprechung 
Code Napoléon" (French Court ruling, Code Napoleon.) Dated 
1920. KeG along right rim. Reverse: A town square with the 
statue of the Virgin Mary as the Immaculate Conception. On 
both sides are wine houses and brothels such as the 
"Lusthaus fer neger". Colonial soldiers continue their assaults 
on the German = girls. Inscription, "Wustlinge am 
Rhein" (Lechers on the Rhine). Dated, 1920. Goetz criticizes 
the French and their occupation troops for not following 
French Civil Code on the Rhine . This medal implies that the 
German women were free objects to be hunted by French 
colonial troops and that German residences were converted 
into brothels by French military authorities. 


In 1946 Karl Goetz worked on 
his last medal, the great K-633, 
"The German Passion." On the 
reverse side is inscribed a 
passage taken from the Lord's 
prayer, "Forgive us our debts, 

jas we also have forgiven our 
debtors, and lead us not in 
temptation, but deliver us from 
evil." On the other side the 
figure of a man, praying to Jesus 
Christ on the cross, resembles 
Goetz himself. This medal 
seems to have a wealth of 

Fsymbolic meaning. One is 
reminded that Goetz and his 
fatherland, at the end of World 
War Il in 1945, faced the ques- 
tion of what evil deeds had been 
committed during the fatal 
twelve years of the Hitler 
regime. 


This last medal by Goetz deserves recognition as the culmina- 
tion of his lifework. It is fitting that his son Guido, who finished 
this medal due to his father's illness, changed the date from 


1946, to 1950. It was an appropriate act to date this medal 
with Karl Goetz's year of death. Goetz was a man of genius 
who lived for his work. In the last years before his death, he 
had suffered from paralysis of the right hand; yet he continued 
his work as long as he was able. By the time of his death the 
right side of his body had become completely paralyzed. Karl 
Goetz died at the age of seventy-five on September 8, 1950. 
He was an artist to the end.

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It was in 1907 that the posters in the streets of Munich 
announced the last concert engagement of the Johann 
Strauss Orchestra, the "King of Waltzes". Goetz loved 
Strauss' music and made it a_ point to attend 
this concert. Upon entering the Munchner Kindlkeller, he 
began looking for a seat with a good view. He spied an 
acceptable location and was seated. He immediately 
noticed that opposite of him sat a young lady with a slim 
waist, large hat, and brown doe eyes. "Soul relations even?" 
he said to himself. "There was no long searching, a longing— 
recognition —a harmony with the sound of the melodies had, 
as it seemed, tied us together," he states in his biography. 
Her name was Margarete Stangl — they were married on 
April 27th, 1912.

Interesting Coin Facts 


The Royal Canadian Mint made history in 2004 when it issued 30,000,000 pieces of world’s first colored circulation coin. 


The Canadian 1948 coin dies (metal stamping tool used to engrave a coin design) were not readily available. At this time, 
there was a great demand for coins from the public. To answer the demand, production of coins had to resume but using the 
1947 coin dies. Engraving a maple leaf by the side of the stamped date distinguished the 1948 pieces from the earlier 
coins. As soon as the 1948 dies arrived, normal coins were produced. 


Under Canada’s Currency Act of 1985, there are limits to how many 
coins can be used in a single transaction. Merchants can refuse your 
money if you try to buy something with more than $5 in nickels, $25 in 
loonies or $40 in toonies. P 


Jan. 12, 2017: An American businessman (Nick Stafford, Cedar Bluff, 
Virginia) in dispute with the Department of Motor Vehicles (DMV) over 
his $3,000 tax bill used five wheelbarrows containing 300,000 coins 
but the DMV’s automated counting machines could not cope with the 
volume.
